Purple census forms are due to 
arrive soon and it’s absolutely 
essential that everyone fills 
their census questionnaire as the 
answers dictate how much money 
comes into the borough for the 
next ten years. Just seven people 
counted in the census pays for one 
nurse in Greenwich. Eleven people 
counted pays for one teacher or 
one police officer. Councillor Peter 
Brooks, Deputy Leader of Greenwich

'Callous' 
callers are 
jailed for 
17 years

THREE bogus callers who targeted 
elderly people have been sentenced to 
a total of 17 years in prison. 

Brothers Robert and Jimmy Vincent, 
both in their 40s, were jailed for eight and 
six years after pleading guilty to fraud by 
misrepresentation at Woolwich Crown 
Court on February 3. 

Their cousin, Amos Vincent, 27, pleaded 
guilty to a similar offence and was sen- 
tenced to three and a half years in prison. 

They approached elderly people and 
made them believe they had a structural 
problem with their property. They asked 
for money to carry out the work and then 
disappeared with it. 

Both Jimmy and Robert Vincent had 
already been sentenced for fraud by mis- 
representation and received sentences in 
2003 and 2006 respectively. Amos had also 
been sentenced to three years for artifice 
burglary in 2007. 

In May 2010, the brothers were bailed af- 
ter being caught committing similar fraud 
offences in Greenwich and Dartford, fol- 
lowing cooperation between Kent police 
and detectives in Greenwich. 

They were unaware, however, that police 
in Greenwich were working closely with 
Greenwich Trading Standards and had 
set up Operation Herkules, a surveillance 
operation to tackle bogus callers across 
Greenwich, Bromley, Bexley.

Pupils remember 
Holocaust 
victims through 
school ploy

A total of 210 Greenwich pupils aged 
13 and 14 sat spell-bound - several 
in tears - for an audience with Anne 
Frank’s posthumous step-sister 
earlier this month. 

Eva Schloss, aged 81, made her annual 
visit to meet the current Year 8s at The 
John Roan School. 

The retired photographer-turned- 
antiques-dealer, now a grandmother, 
travelled to the school in Maze Hill, 
Blackheath, once again from her North 
London home. Her mother married the 
world’s most famous teenage diarist 
Anne Frank’s father, Otto, in 1953. 

Before Mrs Schloss arrived, pupils 
watched the harrowing play “And Then 
They Came for Me,” produced and directed 
by her friend and fellow-campaigner Nic 
Careem. Nic is also a regular visitor to 
the The John Roan School. Pupils there 
were some of the first to adopt Nic’s 
ongoing ‘anti-hate pledge’.

which he’s hoping will attract

After the question and 
answer session, Mrs Schloss 
praised the behaviour of 
her young audience and she 
told GT: “They were really 
attentive - and I saw a lot of 
them crying.” 

She endorsed her friend Nic’s 
anti-hate campaign, adding: 
“It’s a serious thing to ‘pledge’ 
- but then you must keep to 
that pledge too.” 

The John Roan headteacher 
Des Malone told GT: “We hold 
this event every year, because 
I think, in today’s world, our 
children need to understand 


about the horrors of war.” 

Jamie, 15, from Charlton, 
had seen the play before. 

He told GT: “Even seeing it 
for a second time, you still 
get the feeling of ‘being there’ 
- and of how horrible it must 
have been. 

“The play also affects how 
you look at life.” 

Rachel, aged 14, from 
Greenwich, described the 
whole morning as “shocking” 
and Mrs Schloss as “inspiring” . 

She added: “I didn’t know 
the lady was coming.

Food hygiene

ADVICE about food hygiene is 
available to businesses as part of a 
package of support from Greenwich 
Council. 

Environmental health officers will offer 
tailor-made advice on food safety and 
environmental health matters to new and 
existing food retailers, restaurants and 
take-aways. 

It’s all part of the support being offered 
to ensure catering businesses are meeting 
food safety standards so that visitors to 
the London 2012 Games can be assured 
they are eating in trusted venues. Food 
businesses are being reminded about the 
help available after the prosecution of 
a Plumstead Tandoori restaurant last 
month. 

Mr Sadath Hussain who owns the 
Ghandi Tandoori in Plumstead High 
Street, was fined £2,000 and ordered to 
pay Greenwich Council’s costs of £669.50 
when he appeared before Woolwich 
Magistrates on January 24. 

Mr Hussain was found guilty of having 
a dirty and poorly maintained kitchen, 
dirty surfaces and not putting in place 
procedures to produce food safely. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for community 
safety and environment said: “Food 
premises that do not follow proper 
hygiene procedures are putting public 
health at risk, and Greenwich Council 
will take action against irresponsible 
businesses that are breaking the law. I 
hope that the action we have taken will 
send out a clear message to all local 
food businesses that they must operate 
hygienically, and with the interests of 
their customers in mind.” 

Greenwich restaurant owner Eddie 
Ertan took advantage of the support 
available when he opened his eaterie in 
Greenwich Church Street three months 
ago. He received advice on planning as 
well as food hygiene before the opening 
of ‘Helva’ which specialises in Middle 
Eastern cuisine.

The restaurant has since received a 
Food Hygiene Award from the council for 
meeting the legal and safety standards of 
food hygiene. 

Mr Ertan told GT: “The award from 
the council gives us encouragement 
to improve on it. Nowadays there are 
so many businesses springing up it’s 
difficult to control them and health 
inspectors have a job keeping on top of 
it. The council officers were very helpful, 
it’s good to have this service available 
and any support they can offer me is 
welcome.”

On November 9, the 
brothers were seen in Sid- 
cup attempting to con an 
80-year-old man, claiming 
that his roof was leaking. 

On the same day, police 
watched them drive to Mot- 
tingham Gardens in Brom- 
ley, where Robert Vincent 
persuaded a 76-year-old 
man that his ceiling was 
leaking, after spraying it 
with water. 

Robert Vincent con- 
vinced the elderly victim 
to attend his bank to with- 
draw £2,800 so that work 
could be carried out imme- 


diately. Watching police 
stopped him from parting 
with his money. 

Jimmy Vincent was ar- 
rested after a three-mile 
car chase and Robert gave 
himself up at Plumstead 
Police Station. 

Coincidentally, Amos 
Vincent was committing 
a similar offence on the 
same day in Barnehurst. 
The victim’s bank alerted 
police and they were wait- 
ing for him when he re- 
turned to the victim’s ad- 
dress. 

Det. Sgt. Sergeant Keith 


Simmonett said: “The 
Vincent brothers and 
cousin are three callous, 
unremorseful individuals 
whose simple aim is to con 
as many elderly people as 
possible. 

“I am appealing to 
everyone with elderly 
parents, friends,

A GROUP of gritty girls will 
be expecting to grab some vital 

g oints for Greenwich at the 
ome of cricket next month. 

Finals of the cricket competition at the 
London Youth Games will be held at Lord’s 
indoor cricket school on Saturday, March 5. 

The eight-strong Greenwich team will 
have to get through the qualifying games 
at Harrow on February 19 but, having 
finished in the top three in the last two 
years, they’ll be confident of doing that. 

And manager/coach Len Sales is in no 
doubt that Greenwich will be looking for 
gold at Lord’s this year. 

Len told GT: “It will be my fifth or sixth 
year of taking the girls and we finished 
third last year and second the year before 
when we were a bit unlucky. 

“Hopefully this year we can take the top 
spot. We’ve got an even stronger team 
this year with five of the girls now county 
players, and the other ones are pretty 
good as well.” 

The six-a-side competition - from a 
squad of eight - is for Year 8 girls or below, 
making 13 the maximum age.

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Young people plan towns of the future 


ENTERTAINMENT hubs, more 
independent shops and better use 
of the riverside were some of the 
suggestions from young people 
helping to devise the borough’s 
planning strategy for the next 15 
years. 

Young people were keen to give their 
views as part of a special consultation on 
the Draft Core Strategy. The document 
is the borough’s key planning tool and 
will be used to shape development and 
determine all planning applications until 
2027. 

A 12-week consultation ended on 
February 5 but young people were given 


a chance to give their input during a 
series of workshops on February 7 and 8. 

Representatives from the borough’s 
Youth Area Forums and pupils from 
Crown Woods school attended the 
workshops organized by the council’s 
planning team and run in conjunction 
with Planning Aid for London, an 
independent organisation which provides 
free town planning advice and support to 
community groups and young people. 

The young people used a 3D model to 
plan their ideal town, thinking about 
where they would put houses, shops, 
offices, community facilities and open 
spaces. They then gave their comments 
on the draft Core Strategy including what 


facilities they’d like to see for young 
people in the future. 

Eighteen-year-old Chase; said: “It was 
good and enjoyable - but it’s more difficult 
than I expected because it’s our future 
and you have to show responsibility and 
think of the balance!” 

Jeffery, 13, told GT:“It would be a good 
idea to have ‘zones’ - an area that’s 
the hub of entertainment, an area of 
community facilities, an area of dwellings 
and so forth.” And Tavan,16, added:“Rail, 
tube and bus travel must be properly 
linked.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: “The Core Strategy will affect 


the development of the borough for many 
years to come and it’s vital that we get as 
wide a range of views as possible so that 
the opinions of residents of all ages are 
considered.

more vital that residents 
recognise just how important 
it is to fill in their census. We 
are seeing unprecedented cuts 
to budpts so it’s absolutely 
essential people return their 
census forms. When you 
consider that just seven people 
counted in the borough brings 
in the funding to pay a nurse’s 
salary you realise every census 
form returned will make a 
real difference to the crucial 
services we all depend on”. 

The census is a count of the 
population and it also asks 
questions about people’s 
lifestyles. This is to find out 
how many people live in an 
area and what they need 
from their local services 
like health, transport and 
schools. For example, if a 
census shows a lot of babies 
living in a location then that 
tells planners they will need 
more school places in a few 
years’ time. The amount of 
money Greenwich gets from 
central government depends 
on how many people live in 
the borough which is why 
it’s so essential the correct 
number is counted. Otherwise 


the borough could miss out 
on funds it needs to provide 
services like health, transport 
and the police. 

The answers on the census are 
strictly confidential and aren’t 
shared. This means the council 
or the government cannot new 
header on postersee what you 
write - in fact the answers stay 
secret for 100 years by law. 

The purple census forms will 
start arriving next month, 
ahead of the official Census 
Day which is Sunday, March 
27. Every household will get 
one to fill in and post back 
- and this year is the first 
time you can complete your 
census online. You must fill 
yours in by law otherwise you 
may get a visit from a census 
collector following up the 
form. Help filling in your form 
is available if you need it, as is 
translation assistance as the 
forms must be completed in 
English.

Sky’s die limit 

Local mountaineers set themselves the almost impossible 
task of climbing Britain’s highest peaks in just one day

A TEAIVI of intrepid climbers are 
taking on the challenge of scaling 
Britain’s three highest mountains in 
just 24 hours. 

John Clement from Shooters Hill and 
his six pals are all set to climb Ben Nevis, 
Scafell Pike and Snowden on May 31 to 
raise money for the Greenwich and Bexley 
Hospice. 

He came up with the idea after his friend, 
James Childs suggested they raise funds 
for the hospice in memory of his mum who 
passed away there after battling cancer 
for two years. 

John told GT: “The hospice was so good 
to us that I thought it’d be nice to give 
something back.” 

The combined height of the three peaks 
is 10,000ft - a third of the size of Mount 
Everest. 

John added: “We’ll start at midday in 
Scotland by tackling Ben Nevis - which 
should take us about five hours. Then 
there is a six-hour drive to Cumbria and 
we take Scafell Pike overnight. We finish 
in Wales by climbing Snowden before 
midday.” 

It’s a gruelling schedule and John admits 
it will be a tough 24 hours. 

“The biggest challenge is going to be 
staying awake,” he said. “We may be 
able to get an hour or two’s sleep in the 
minibus if we’re lucky!” 

The G&B Hospice cares for adult patients 
with a wide variety of chronic and 
terminal conditions. It is funded entirely 
by charitable donations from members of 
the local community who help to raise the 
£16,500 a day to keep it running. 

John added: “It is a lovely place that 
imparts a feeling of serenity on patients, 
their visitors and the staff. While we were 
there not only did the staff do everything 
they could for my mum but they looked 
after my family as well, providing advice, 
support and even camp beds if we needed 
to sleep.”

Keep en moving 

Make sure you don’t miss out on mobility benefits 


IF you have walking difficulties it’s 
important you check that you’re not 
missing our on Disability Living Al- 
lowance Mobility. 

The benefit is for people who are under 
65 and find it difficult to walk or get 
around. 

DLA Mobility is paid at two weekly rates 
- £49.85 or £18.95. 

• The highest rate is paid to people 
from age three with severe mobility 
difficulties who are either unable to 
walk are virtually unable to walk. From 
April 11 some people with severe visual 
impairments will also be able to get the 
highest rate. 

• The lowest rate is for people from 
age five who can walk but need someone 
with them when walking outdoors to 
guide and supervise them. People who 
have learning disabilities or hearing or 


visual impairments are most likely to 
qualify for this rate. 

You can also get DLA (Care) if you need 
a lot of help looking after yourself with 
things like getting out of bed, washing, 
dressing, eating, cooking a main meal 
or with communication; or if you need 
supervision to prevent you hurting 
yourself or others. 

DLA is not taxable and is paid on top of 
any other money, benefits and savings 
you have. If you already get other 
benefits, a successful DLA claim could 
mean that these benefits increase. You 
may even find that you become entitled 
to other benefits for the first time. 

There are also many assisted travel 
schemes to help people with mobility 
difficulties to get around. For example, 
Motability is an independent charity 
helping people to use their higher rate 
mobility component of DLA to improve 


their mobility by providing affordable 
cars, powered wheelchairs and scooters 
through contract or higher purchase 
arrangements. 

Other schemes include the ‘Freedom 
Pass’ which provides free travel on 
London’s public transport, the Blue 
Badge Scheme which provides parking 
concessions and ‘Taxicard’ which 
provides reduced cost black cabs. Contact 
Greenwich Council’s Contact Centre on 
020-8921 2388 for more information about 
these schemes.

I were going it alone 


C REATING a comfortable 
environment for yourself 
and your neighbours has 
been the prime motivation for the 
Greenwich Society ‘graffiti-busters’ 
ever since they started from very 
small beginnings exactly a decade 
ago. 

“It’s important to improve what’s 
already there, and also important to 
remove what you don’t want there,” 
said local resident Harold Marchant, 
whose network of volunteers are a 
familiar sight around the town centre 
and its surrounding streets. 

Harold and his wife, Clare, say they 
“had time” to notice their environment 


more as soon as they retired - and to 
take action. Harold, a former senior 
college lecturer, told GT: “When you’re 
working, you may ‘glance’ at things 
on your way out in the morning and 
on your way home. You may even 
complain sometimes - but that’s as far 
as it goes. 

“We’ve been members of the Greenwich 
Society ever since we moved here, and 
I made a case for a small grant for 
removal of defacements - as I prefer to 
call them - to the Society Executive and 
we obtained a start-up grant of about 
£300.” 

Harold, who quickly joined forces with 
Meg Dinkeldein and her volunteers in 
Blackheath Village, sought advice in 


the early days from commercial graffiti- 
removers. He started forging links with 
the specialists at Greenwich Council at 
the same time. 

Now, 10 years on, that partnership with 
the borough remains very strong, and 
the council supply all the ‘kit’ to any 
new volunteer groups that set up. Local 
councillors often joined the clean-up 
working parties, and the Greenwich 
Society is happy to provide training 
sessions to new volunteers. 

Harold said: “People like us provide the 
labour and the know-how - and, in our 
area, one volunteer, Carolyn Carter, is 
constantly on observation, providing 
much of the information we need of the 
locations of defacements.” 


Thanks to people in the ‘umbrella’ 

West Greenwich Graffiti- 
Removal Group (volunteers in the 
Greenwich,Westcombe, Ashburnham 
and Blackheath societies) most of the 
streets from the Blackheath Standard 
through Westcombe Park and out to the 
west of the borough are covered - and 
Carolyn produces a monthly bulletin of 
achievement. And the overall news is 
good. Harold told us: “Last month, we 
removed 28 ‘markings’ in our local area 
- where it used to be 200.”

Daphne was a young mum of two 
when she first moved into her flat 
there 28 years ago, and she’s seen 
the partnership with the council’s 
Cleansweep team grow from strength 
to strength. 

“When the borough’s tenants’ reps 
get taken out on tours, I always 
think how lucky we are here,” said 
Daphne, who, together with her friend, 
Jenny, currently represents scores of 
neighbours on Greenwich Council’s 
Abbey Wood Housing Panel. 

“This is called ‘Flowers’ and it’s a 
pretty estate. It always looks clean - 
and that’s down to Cleansweep - and 
it’s so lovely to live so near to Bostall 
Woods. You know Spring is coming on 
here, because we’re being woken up by 
the lovely sound of the birds.” 

The former receptionist/administrator 
started off as secretary of the estate’s 
old tenants’ association when she was 
bringing up her two girls. 

Her commitment has steadily grown 
over the years. 

Daphne’s a keen environmental 
champion, and firmly believes that 
children on Flowers have a key role to 
play when it comes to building up pride 
in everyday surroundings. 

She said: “My own children and 
grandchildren have always been 
taught that, if they’ve got a sweet- 
wrapper, they should put it in a bin or.

if not, in nanny’s 
or mummy’s 
handbag. 

“Then, when they 
go to school, if 
they get taught 
about things like 
recycling and 
about not leaving 
litter, keeping 
dogs on a lead, 
and not letting 
them mess on the 
street, I believe 
children can 
then take those 
messages home 
to their parents.” 

Daphne and Jenny’s proudest recent 
campaign has been to work with 
Greenwich Council to get a piece of 
spare open-space behind the flats on 
Bostall Lane converted into a “forest 
school” - complete with a “fairy-ring” 
teaching area - for adjacent Alexander 
McLeod Primary School. 

She said: “When I saw some of the 
children out there for the first time, I 
stood at my window and I cried!” 

Now she and Jenny have a long-term 
hope of getting another stretch of 
rundown land behind the flats in Bevan 
Road brought into community use. 

She told GT: “Jenny and I care, and 
we’re always trying to get other people 
to care as well. 

“That means everyone - children 
through to older people. We want them 


P LUMSTEAD Common 

Environment Group (PCEG) 
is among the most active 
of the volunteer environmental 
champions in the borough, and 
there are regular opportunities 
to join in their events. The 
group was formed in 1991 by a 
small group concerned about 
the environment. Since then a 
growing group of volunteers has 
worked to conserve and maintain 
the green and built environment 
of Plumstead Common. There 
are now around 170 members 
who work in partnership with 
Greenwich Council as well as 
being members on the Greenwich 
Parks Friends Forum. 


Group chair Nick Day said: 

“This is what the government 
says about it: ‘There is a direct 
link between the quality of life 
in communities, and Cleaner, 
Safer, Greener public spaces . . 

. Left unchecked, dirty streets 
and neighbourhoods affect the 
perception of the local community 
which can lead to anti-social 
behaviour and eventually serious 
crime.’” 

He added: “We’ve become so 
accustomed in this country to 
unthinkingly tossing our litter 
aside for somebody else to clean 
up.” 

This Saturday, February 19, 
the group is appealing for 



everyone, from accompanied 
children to grandparents, to 
come and help at a community 
spruce-up of Plumstead Common 
Nature Reserve. It’s between 
Bramblebury Road, Blendon 
Terrace, and Vicarage Park. 

The event starts at noon. 

There will be the opportunity to 
dig in and plant native trees and 
shrubs to create hedgerows, and to 
clear unwanted undergrowth. The 
aim is to attract more wildlife. 

If you go along to help, there’ll be 
pumpkin soup, hot apple punch 
and homemade cake! 

Improvement work started at the 
reserve in December. The PCEG 
has received a £25,000 grant 
to help them from The Veolia 
Environmental Trust through the 
Landfill Communities Fund. 
Thanks to the money, the space 
has a new fence, and recycled 
timber and aggregate steps will 
soon be installed down the steep 
ravine. In addition, a new path is 
to be laid at the eastern end. 

Nick added: “We are hoping lots of 
local residents will be able to join 
us for our community planting 
day on Saturday 
“The additional hedgerows and 
trees planted on the common will 
encourage many native species 
back into the area.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website:

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, 
you can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing 
office, library or UK Online centre.

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Reasons to

Comedian and grumpy old man Arthur Smith 
talks to Scene about confession, embarrassment 
and the X-Factor, ahead of his show which hits 
Greenwich next month 


# ARTHUR 

Smith’s been 
waiting for 
my call - he’s 
halfway up a 
muddy hill somewhere in 
Carshalton when he picks up 
the phone. 

“I bet you’d love it if I fell 
over and expired right here 
wouldn’t you,” he jokes 
- “Then you’d get a scoop - 
‘COMIC DIES ON MUDDY 
HILL’!” 

Muddy hills permitting, 
the comedian is back in the 
borough next month for a 
gig at Blackheath Halls on 
March 5. 

He went to school at John 
Roan and has his comedic 
roots here, at the Tunnel 
Club and then at Up The 
Creek. 

“I don’t live here any more,” 
Smith admits, “but I do 
come back regularly, to play 
gigs or just for a nice walk in 
Greenwich Park - the finest 
of the London parks.” 

His new show is called 
Arthur Smith Exposed, but 
don’t worry he says, “If 
there is any nudity it won’t 
be mine!” 

There is a degree of 
confession to the show. He 
adds: “I’ll talk about the 
things we’ve done in the 
past, some naughty things in 
the nature of being middle 
aged. Though let’s be honest. 
I’m 56 now - how many 
112-year-olds do you know?” 
But the confessional nature 
of the show doesn’t border 
on self-pity. “I don’t want 
people coming along and 
crying their hearts out, 
weeping - there is a few 
knockabout gags as well,” he 
deadpans. 


And there may be a 
smattering of songs at 
the gig. The funnyman 
is no stranger to musical 
comedy, having done a 
routine completely made 
up of Leonard Cohen songs. 
This time, he adds, the man 
himself might make an 
appearance. 

“It may be that Leonard 
Cohen will turn up - in fact 
I’m pretty sure he will. 
“Admittedly the ‘Leonard 
Cohen’ in question does look 
an awful lot like me!” 

Smith is most famously a 
Grumpy Old Man on the 
BBC, and the open nature of 
the performance owes a lot 
to the embarrassment factor 
going out the window the 
older he gets. 

“The most embarrassable 
people are children really 
- the older you get the less 
you give a toss,” he says. 

“It’s one of the delights of 
getting older, and I suppose 
when you get a lot older, you 
do whatever you like.” 

So how old do you actually 
have to be to qualify as a 
grumpy old man? 

“Well, a lot of the people 
that go on the show are only 
in their 30s - there was some 
piece of cod-science that said 
that men between 35 and 64 
are the most miserable of all. 
“In a sense I’m less grumpy 
than I was, although I was 
only really that grumpy 
when they were paying me.” 
He adds: “To be honest. I’ve 
fallen off the edge of Grumpy 
Old Men - 1 got too grumpy 
to be on it! It’s been flogged 
to death now anyway, it was 
fresh at first, but... hang on, 
you’ve started me off being 
grumpy!”

If Arthur’s hanging up his 
moany-boots, who does he 
think will replace him on the 
show - surely it won’t be long 
before Simon Cowell and Co. 
get in on the act? 

“Simon Cowell’s never said 
anything witty in his life,” 
Smith is quick to point out - 
“there is no way that he could 
do ten minutes at the Comedy 
Store.” 

Does he fear that comedy 
could go the same way as 
music with an X-Factor for 
stand-ups? 

“I’ve noticed they’ve kept away 
from comedians,” he says. “In 
theory they should have all 
sorts of acts on Britain’s Got 
Talent, but they never have 
a comic. I think they’re a bit 
afraid of comedians, the fact 
that a comic could be sharper 
than them. 




“There is already a 
robust circuit for comics, 
and a route in for the 
younger ones through 
panel shows, so I don’t 
think there’s much 
danger of it becoming 
X-Factor.” 

Arthur Smith may be 
notoriously grumpy, but 
he admits there are a few 
things that make him 
cheerful: “The sound of 
little children’s laughter, 
the tree against the sky. 
And muddy, woody hills 
in Carshalton.”

# NO parent should 
ever have to bury 
their child. It’s 
against nature. 
It’s too hard, too 
traumatic, too much. But, 
that is exactly what Rabbit 
Hole asks of parents Becca 
and Howie Corbett after the 
heart-breaking loss of their 
four-year-old son. 

Played by Nicole Kidman and 
Aaron Eckhart respectively, 
Becca and Howie deal with 
their core-shaking grief in 
contrasting ways. Becca, 
unable to cope, simply closes 
up and shuts down, refusing 
to believe, refusing to accept, 
refusing to move on. At 
therapy, her anger bubbles 
over: “If God needed another 
angel, then why didn’t he just 
make one”, she explodes to 
another grief-stricken parent. 


Howie struggles with demons 
of his own: broken nights 
watching videos on his phone, 
cherishing his memories 
to somehow keep them 
alive while at the same time 
desperately trying to inch 
forward with his life. Becca’ s 
mother Nat (Dianne Wiest) and 
pregnant sister, Izzy, (Tammy 
Blanchard) look impotently on, 
their advice ignored, their help 
thrown back in their faces. As 
Becca and Howie’s crumbling 
relationship nears its point 
of collapse, fate once again 
intervenes in a chance meeting 
with the innocent killer, a 
young, cartoon-drawing 
scientist whom Becca somehow 
takes to her heart. 

The characterisation is 
marvellous, the powerful 
interplay of the key 
protagonists giving the 


movie its sense of power and 
direction. Kidman is back to 
her brilliant best, and well 
worth her Oscar nomination 
for the portrayal which is taut, 
tense and brittle as cut glass. 
Inwardly imploding, she loses 
control, at her mother, at her 
husband - at anything in her 
way. Eckhart is her match, his 
heart on his sleeve, desperate 
and lost, seeking comfort 
in therapy and smoking 
pot. Finally he breaks down 
with the dog: “I can’t do this 
anymore,” he sobs to his wife. 
Both Wiest and Blanchard 
impress; the one, carrying 
her own emotional burden, 
resilient and supportive, the 
other, long suffering and 
resentful as the disappointing, 
under achieving sister. Most 
impressive of all is a simply 
breath-taking cameo from 


Jason (Miles Teller) the 
story- writing student. 

Director, John Cameron 
Mitchell oversees a 
well-constructed, thoughtful 
and challenging script: Jason, 
riddled with guilt, admits he 
was driving over the limit but 
his response - “I was probably 
doing 31 or 32” - is not what we 
expect. Kidman’s mother asked 
whether the pain ever goes 
replies “No, you carry it around 
like a brick”. 

Despite its dark subject. 

Rabbit Hole avoids the dual 
pitfalls. Neither overly dark 
nor gushingly sentimental, it is 
tasteful and balanced. 

Verdict: Beautifully crafted, 
wonderfully well-acted and 
poignantly told. 9/10.

Lilly’s debut album Butterfly is 
a collection of songs that spans 
genres and touches on some of 
music’s iconic eras. 

Beautiful harks back to Pink Floyd’s 
Comfortably Numb, and the album as a 
whole has some great retro touchstones. 
In title track, Butterfly, there is the 
ever-present sublime guitar work 
that underpins the record, this time 
reminiscent of George Harrison. 

Sara’s channelling Belle and Sebastian 
in Nothing Quite So. It’s lilting melody is 
offset by the fiddles which give the track 
a country folk edge which could have 
graced the Glaswegian band’s seminal 
album The Boy With The Arab Strap. 

Have You is the high point of the album, 
recalling Enya and Kate Bush in equal 
measure, a soaring vocal set against 
menacing strings and expansive 
production. Love Calls too ventures into 
more experimental territory, exploring 
avenues that the more one-dimensional 
pop-angled opener Strawberry Girl never 
hints at. It’s a more relaxed and natural 
offering, laid back brushed drums and 
double bass leaving plenty of space for 
the track to breathe. 

A limited live experience comes through 
on occasion and the singer appears a 
little self conscious, almost shy at times. 
But Round and Round is pure pop - the 
Corrs if they had been from Wales 
and not Ireland, perhaps. The chunky 
production and big beats sit in a groove 
that goes, well, round and round. 
Fleetwood Mac meets Dolly Parton on 
Someday Soon, the simple and catchy 
refrain duelling with flawless steel guitar 
in a country groove that’s so authentic 
you can almost smell the sawdust and 
the whisky. There are plenty of styles 
on the album, which is a double-edged 
sword: on the one hand it means the 
record never becomes samey, and there 
is always a surprise around the corner, 
but on the flipside Lilly never truly finds 
her own sound. But more focus will 
come, and Butterfly’s closer Missing You 
might be the signpost to the direction 
of Sara’s next record: Texturally it’s the 
most interesting of the whole album, the 
vocals, effected, sit perfectly in the mix, 
and the samples give an edge that sees 
the singer really stretching her wings.

Their 
hosts were already wobbling 
when Gavin Tomlin’s crisp 
drive beat Rob Elliot but can- 
noned off the base of the right 
post. 

A straightforward rebound 
sat up perfectly for Tommy 
Rowe, who seemed certain to 
score until Semedo launched 
into a crucial block. Jose 
doesn’t subscribe to the theory 
that blocks can be made with 
eyes closed and back turned. 
No way. Everything he has is 
thrown at you, as a startled 
Rowe can testify. 

Semedo’s heroics merely 
delayed the inevitable.
